Something New and Different 
T here are people who say they never grow 
tired of looking al Niagara Falls and some 
others who think that having seen it one# 
they need never return. 
The latter type has been put into a dif­ 
ficult position the fact that the falls tuts 
changed twice in the last three year*. 
The 
first changa occurred in 1931 when a large 
curve developed in the American falls. Th* 
••cond occurred Monday when hundreds of 
tons of rock broke loose from the brink of 
the Canadian falls. 
Therefore, with the exception of those who 
have seen Niagara Falls within the last few 
hours, no one really has seen Niagara Fall*. 
Like a moving picture, the great theater of 
water and gravity at Niagara has changed 
(ta hill. Its customers must come back to se# 
thp new feature. 
Now, of course, it would be unworthy to 
suspect that rock structures might he en­ 
couraged to disintegrate fatter than they 
would In ordinary course of events. After 
•ll, Niagara Falls, though harnessed by man, 
la too b'g a thing for man to change with his 
puny strength. Even with the aid of dyna­ 
mite or some other 
explosive, 
mere men 
could not m ake Niagara Fall* change its 
contour until it was ready. How fortunate 
that this is so, else the hotel keepers and 
what not who have clustered around that 
great 
natural 
wonder might be forced to 
defend their innocence endlessly and to no 
avail.

This was a new world 
record; the previous descent two years ago 
was 2.200 feet. Mr. Beebe, without competi­ 
tors so far, set that record too. 
His companion ou the latest descent and 
the man he baa to thank for his experience 
was Otis Barton, who design.nj the ‘‘bathy­ 
sp h e re ’ th.it has made water-wondering on 
a scientific scale possible. VS hen one remem­ 
bers that the pressure of 
water 
on 
the 
sphere at a quarter of a mil# depth is J,;i66 
tons, Mr. Barton's part In 
the 
adventure 
seems n m rj important. 
It la Dr. Beebe, however, who, as pub­ 
licist for all water wonders, has fascinated 
the public with descriptions of marine life. 
It is Dr. Beebe who is expected to keep try­ 
ing until he has descended half a mile into 
the ocean. Six miles is the ultimate goal, 
but man. though he has gone farthest In 
almost every other direction, falters before 
more than a few feet under water. 
Water- 
wondering promises to be an almost inex­ 
haustible pursuit.

In fact, Mr. Holt i* said to be counting 
on the l>emocratic majority in the senate to 
pull him through to a seat.

An imposing stone covers the re ­ 
mains of Rev George M Scott, th* 
first pastor of the Mill Cre*-k P res­ 
byterian church, situated a bit off 
Laughlin Corners near the Lincoln 
highway, a few- milos beyond Ches­ 
ter. He was buried in the old cem e­ 
tery of this early Beaver county 
rhtirch. 
At its top are the words: 
“in 
memory of Rev. George M. Scott, 
the first pastor of the church of 
Mill 
Creek, 
and the Fiats, now 
Fairview.” The latter reference 1* 
to Fairview or Pughtown, W. Va , 
the once county scat of H ancork 
county of the a< ross-river state. 
Then are indited upon the stone 
the fact that R^v. Scott was born 
at Neshamony, Burker county. Pa., 
November 14, 1759 
He w-as thu* 
27 
years 
younger 
than George 
Washington, under whose a d m in s ­ 
tration he began his long ministry 
in the two historic Presbyterian 
churches of the nearby locality to 
E ast Liverpool. 
The stone inscription additionally 
give* out the information that he 
was graduated from Pennsylvania 
university in 1792 when he wa* 
33 years of age. Then other line* 
on the *tone indicate that he was 
tutor or teacher in Princeton col­ 
lege in 1795, whe4i 36 that he was 
licensed 
to 
prest h by the New 
Brunswick Presbytery In 1797, at 
38. and ordained in 179S, the year 
E ast Liverpool was settled.

George W ashington passed a war, 
he was installed as pastor of the

In his diary, Rev, Scott noted

me for every duty to which thou

name while here upon the earth, 
and at last be admitted into thy 
presence, where there i* fullness 
of Jcy and rivers of pleasure for­ 
evermore.” 
He had received two calls ju st 
before his ordination during th# 
previous month of April. 
One of 
these was from Milton, on Cayuga 
Lake. 
This congregation offered 
him the sum of $400 annually for 
his services, one third of which 
was to be paid in cash and the re­ 
m ainder in produce. 


Female Seminary Head 
The second offer was from Mill 
Creek 
and 
Flats 
congreg*tion. 
Their offer was a salary of 120 
pounds in Pennsylvania currsncy, 
two-thirds to be paid in cash and 
one-third in produce at the prevail­ 
ing m arket price. 
He accepted th# 
latter call on April 24, 1799, his 
diary noted. 
He was brought to 
his new place of residence by Rob­ 
ert Doak of the Mill Creek congre­ 
gation, 
who 
drove 
overland 
for 
him. 
The neighbors of the latter 
harvested his crop in his absence. 
Rev. George Scott was not elo­ 
quent as a preacher, but sound a* 
a divine, it wras said. 
He did not 
aim at popularity but worked for 
the salvation of individual souls. 
He conducted a lay college which 
turned' out three eminent divines: 
Samuel 
McFerran. 
his 
nephew; 
John W. Scott, his son and W. H* 
McGuffey, LL.D. 
He was an ar­ 
dent exponent of the evangeliza­ 
tion of the Indians. 
For several 
year* he reared and educated an 
Indian boy.

was

Creek 
church that Rev. John W. Scott, 
the pastor's son, entered the min­ 
istry. He later became the head

Parents are decidely upset when 
told their child is afflicted with 
diabetes. 
Hut today, fortunately, 
the outlook for a child suffering 
from diabetes is much more favor­ 
able than it was in former years. 
This can be attributed to our in­ 
creased knowledge of diabetes and 
the discovery of insulin. 
.Many children 
suffer from dia­ 
betes. 
Few of them succumb be­ 
cause of the improved methods of 
treatment. 
A diabetic child who 
adheres to a rigid diet and care­ 
fully follows instructions, will de­ 
velop equally as well, both physi­ 
cally and mentally, as a child wMth- 
out this handicap. 
Most diabetic 
chil 
are bright and learn quick­ 
ly. 
This is fortunate because the 
problems confronting a child with 
this diseaso are more difficult than 
those of the normal child 
The diabetic child is usually tall­ 
er and heavier than the average 
boy or girl. 
Because of the ap­ 
parently favorable state of health, 
months or even years may pass be­ 
fore the 
parent 
becomes aware 
that the child is diabetic. 
As a rule the diabetic, drinks an 
unusual amount of water and visits 
the 
bathroom 
frequently. 
These 
children have excellent appetites 
but fail to gain weight. 
An t-xcessive accuinmulation of 
sugar in the blood soon leads to 
irritability, nervousness and a sus­ 
ceptibility 
to 
infections 
and the 
common diseases of chidho<Kl. Con­ 
tinued neglect may lead to coma, 
cataract 
formation, 
hanleniug of 
the arteries and piactically all the 
•oniplications of diabetes emouiiter- 
eil in the adult. 
When the dis- 
east 
i.s recognized and the neces­ 
sary treatment 
given, 
these an­ 
noying complaints, unless too far 
advanied, promptly disappear. 
Sometimes the presence of sugar 
in the urine is the direct result of 
having an excess of sugar and fats 
in the diet. 
In such castHt a Care­ 
fully prescribed diet may be suf- 
fuient 
to overcome the disturb­ 
ance and completely rid the uriue 
of sugar. 
.Not 
all 
ca.>es 
respond 
to diet 
alone. 
In many instances 
it is 
ne irssary that the child receive in­ 
jections of insulin. 
The first few 
treatments are given under the su­ 
pervision of a pliysician, but after 
that the pan nt may be permitted 
to inject the insulin. 
Indeed, many 
young ehihiieii have been taught to 
do this tliemselves. 
It is generally 
considertHl. 
but 
not definitely proved, that hered­ 
ity is an important influence in dia­ 
betes. 
A recent study of statistics 
sho 
that when two diabetics mar­ 
ry. diabetes often develops in the 
offspring. 
For this reason it is im- 
imrative that sufferers from diabetes 
be on the alert for signs of this 
disease in their children. Periodic 
health examinations 
and 
routine 
urinalysis will help detect this dis­ 
order. 
It must never be overlook- 
M or neglected. 
A child w'ho sows signs of under­ 
nourishment, 
r e p e a t s 
loss 
of 
w’eight and lack of development, 
should be taken to a physician for 
a thorough physical examination. 
.No examination is complete unless 
the urine is examined for sugar ami 
other abnormalitie.'j. 
In doubtful 
cases a test should be made of 
the blood.

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Parents are decidely upset when 
told their child la afflicted with 
diabetes. 
But today, fortunately, 
the outlook for a child Buffering 
from diabetes is much more favor­ 
able than it was in former years. 
This can be attributed to our in­ 
creased knowledge of diabetes and 
the discovery of insulin. 
Many children 
suffer from dia­ 
betes. 
Few of them succumb be­ 
cause of the improved methods of 
treatment. 
A diabetic child who 
adheres to a rigid diet and care­ 
fully follows instructions, will de­ 
velop equally as well, both physi­ 
cally and mentally, as a child with­ 
out this handicap. 
Most diabetic 
chi! 
are bright and learn quick­ 
ly. 
This is fortunate because the 
problems confronting a child with 
this disease are more difficult than 
those of the normal child 
The diabetic child is usually tall­ 
er and heavier than the average 
boy or girl. 
Because of the ap­ 
parently favorable state of health, 
months or even years may pass be­ 
fore the 
parent 
becomes aware 
that the child is diabetic. 
As a rule the diabetic drinks an 
unusual amount of water and visits 
the 
bathroom 
frequently. 
These 
children have excellent appetites 
but fail to gain weight. 
An excessive acc u m u latio n of 
sugar in the blood soon leads to 
irritability, nervousness and a sus­ 
ceptibility 
to infections 
and the 
common diseases of chidbood. Con­ 
tinued neglect may lead to coma, 
cataract 
formation, 
hardening of 
the arteries and practically all the 
(implications of diabetes encounter­ 
ed in the adult. 
When the dis- 
easi is recognized and the neces­ 
sary treatment 
given, 
these an­ 
noying complaints, unless loo far 
advanced, promptly disappear. 
Sometimes the presence of sugar 
in the urine is the direct result of 
having an excess of sugar and fats 
in the diet. 
In such cases a care­ 
fully prescribed diet may be suf­ 
ficient to overcome the disturb­ 
ance and completely rid the urine 
of sugar. 
Not 
all cases respond 
to diet 
I alone. 
In many inatances it is 
nei essary that t he child receive In­ 
jections of insulin. 
The first few 
treatments are given under the su­ 
pervision of a physician, but after 
that the parent may he permitted 
to inject the insulin. 
Indeed, many 
young children have been taught lo 
do this themselves. 
It Is generally considered, but 
not definitely proved, that hered­ 
ity is an important influence in dia­ 
betes. 
A recent study of statistics 
silo 
that when two diabetics mar­ 
ry. diabetes often develops in the 
offspring. For this reason it is im­ 
perative that sufferers from diabetes 
be on the alert for signs of this 
disease in their children. Periodic 
health examinations 
and 
routine 
urinalysis will help detect this dis- 
order. 
It must never be overlook­ 
ed or neglected. 
A child who sows signs of under­ 
nourishment, 
repeateo 
loss 
of 
weight and lack of development, 
should be taken to a physician for 
a thorough physical examination. 
No examination is complete unless 
the. urine is examined for sugar and 
other abnormalities 
In doubtful 
cases a test should be made of 
the blood.
